Wailiog and Working*. 

Thoro is an old iind homoly proverb 
vrhioh eay8, "A watched pot ia slow in 
boiling." The impatient unreflt with 
wbioh the coloniBis have watched and 
«jraited.for tbo arrival of the uew Qov 
eroctr may not inaptly be compared to 
^ the experiences of a BtarTiD|r man 
" watching for the pot to boii.' '<!)r, again, 
the caso of the ooloniBts may be oom- 
' pared to that oi the sick man waiting 
upon tho tardy footsteps of the doctor. 
It is only three mootbs since the telegram 
•nnoan'etDg' tbe appointment of lift 
< Miisgrave reached this colony ; yet it 
' .■eems almost twelve If Should not this 
ooqditiOD impress His ExcoilcDcy witb 
the oooTiction that the Oolouy liungry 
—sick ? Daring these interminabio 
three months what a diversity of spccu^ 
lation has been indnlgod in respecting 
what will bo done hj tlio new Governor, 
and how it will bo doue. It is well Ilif 
Excellency should come to tho duties 0/ 
his new appointment, tlioroughly im- 
pressed with the idea that there is a 
great worlj for him to do, and that, tliero 
is very little tinio left for liini to do ii 
in. Ho will find, politically speaking, 
at least, tho life's sutids of iLo Ci)lony 
almost run oat, the life's current woll 
nigh dried np by tho great Vampire, 
pulsation nil bat snsponded, iho vital 
spark hovering on the wing. To bo less 
figurative, he will Qnd a dofponding 
community nod a depleted exchequer. 
He will find a great regiment of ofliciuls 
anxiously awaiting: the arrival of the 
next ship Id order that it may give 
them another dole of revenue. Look 
at. yonder fledglings, snagly tacked in 
their nest. They are hnagry, and anxi- 
onsly await the return of their natural 
provider. At every rustle of the leaf up 
^ go their eager headq, and, witb mouthN 
' wide open, they await the o.xpected 
"grub." ' The fledglinga represent the 
'officials ; and tho mother on the wing 
• represents yonder ship. Now, we are 
Dot, as .is too much the habit, going to 
lay all th*! blame upon the officiulif. In 
point of honour, honisty and roHpccta- 
billty, they will cottiparo favorably with 
tho^e of any other Colony. Thoy cer- 
tainly bear too striking a resemblance 
to th^ helpless little nestlings to which 
we have just directed attention ; bat, 
after all, that is, perhaps, Icpb their 
fault iban that of the system. In what 
respect would the nvorago of mortal 
diflfor from them if placed in similar 
circumstances ? Wa could easily im- 
agine men better adapted to conduct 
the affairs of a now country, and 
more disposed to oxert tbora'elves 
for their country's good. £ut lako 
tho average of humanity under 
similar conditions, and how much better 
would we be with an entirely now foi? 
Take them all in all, we might go farther 
and faro worse. Nor is it a pleasintr 
duty which the public journalist is call- 
ed upon to discharge in pointing oni 
the innppositoness of the present pi- 
litical system, and tho f'eaiful dispro* 
portion of the Civil Lin to tho wants 
' and circnmstances ot Britinh Golnmbia. 
It ' wonld bo much more ogreeablo to 
deal differently with gentlemen whom, 
as a class, wo must respect, and whom, 
for tho most [lart , wo esteem. But it is 
principles, not person-. ; ^syHt'. inB, not 
individuals, w ith which wo have to deal ; 
and, in the discbarge of a disagreeable 
"iiublic duty we must aot permit con- 
siderations of a merely personal chnnif- 
tcr to interfere. Wo fuel neither deli- 
cacy nor hoMialiou, ihcrefcre, in savin,' 
that the present state ( f things must 
come to a speedy end. The Colony 
must be relieved of tho load which is 
cloggmg its onward march, and crush- 
ing out its energies, The Civil Lial 
must be cut down to a stiiiidiird com- 
monsurato with the nccoHHiiics and 
ability of the Colory; [ami even ihen it 
i»U8t bo coinpOBed cf snch material ns 
J^'i apprehend official duty ns exiendinc 
«>ey(/^d the mere monthly drawint; of 
salary. jjg composed of 

men abh,rbed in solving the pn)b!em of 
how to gb, maximum of pay for the 
minimum tf vvo.k. In order to a 
return to a condition of prosperity 
to the resto^^iion of public con- 
fidence, it is ehgniM that tho people 
shall have a lflrger,hnre in the mnna(ro> 
ment of tbo nffairs o.^he Colony. Ta.ta . 
t:on (and oh I nuch i.saiion) wiihoui 
representatinn has been practised too 
Ifing, and most cease at oi,.o [ it, ^.^y 
be that Mr Musgrnvo'g work will conniHt 
In at once cenducting us inic ([jo Do- 
minion. If 8Uch should bo u,o caso 
possibly tbo ono proat change (},, 
all. Should it be otherwise, shoald U)orn 
be a proppect of this Colony mnintan- 
ing a separate existence for uny consider- 
able length of time, the now G-ovcrn'ir 
must bend himsoif down to tho work, 
disagreeable though '\i may be, of bring- 
ing the eypensoH of the Government 
within the means at its diaposal.
